WEST INDIAN TRADE 

N ot the least im- 

portent dhcorery which Mr. 
H. J. Logan, M P. for Cumber¬ 
land, N.S., made on his recent 
tour of investigation in the West 
Indies as a special representative of 
the Canadian Government was the 
existence everywhere of United 
States Consular representatives and 
trade agents. It obviously con¬ 
veyed to his mind the strenuous ef¬ 
forts which our friends across the 
way are making in all parts of the 
world to capture more and larger 
foreign markets, while the fact that 
be met only two Canadian com¬ 
mercial travelers throughout the 
whole of his peregrinations empha¬ 
sized the urgent necessity for this 
country to take steps to extend its 
business in that particular field. 

Including British Guiana, the 
West Indies have a population of 
2.064.000. Excluding Jamaica. 

■ Bermuda and the Bahamas, their 
annual imports average about 

953.000.000. of which in 1922 
about 22 per cent, cam- from Can¬ 
ada, 25 per cent from the United 
States, and 5 3 per cent from Great 
Britain. The exports of the same 
colonies are about $47,000,000, of 
which Canada in 1922 took 25 per 
cent, and the United States 15 per 
cent. Jamaica. Bermuda and the 
Bahamas have imports of $35,- 
000.000. of which Canada in 
1922 supplied only $4.132,000. 
While the United States supplied 
$16,451,000. Of their exports of 
$24,401,000 in the same year the 
United States took $11,984,000. 
and Canada only $4,589,000. The 
largest of the Islands. Jamaica, has 
a p op ul a t i on of 860.000, aad im¬ 
ports of $23,500,000. of which 
Canada forhbhes only $3,000,000. 

Mr. Logan points out that one 
of the 'reasons for the smallness of 
Canada's share of the trade may 
be traced to the Tact that we are 
buying certain fruits from the I 

United States which could be 

bought in the West Indies to bet¬ 
ter advantage. For instance, we 
■wanted last year 2.429.656 stems 
of bananas, practically all from the 
neighboring republic, in spite of the 
fact that a considerable part of the 
fruit was grown in Jamaica. The 
importance of this point in Mr. 
Logan's report to the Government 
will he appreciated by his observs- 
tions on the subject of price spread 
between producer and consumer. 
When he was in Jamaica bananas 
were selling at about cae-half a 
cent each. Everybody knows what 
the same fruit sells for in this 
country. He then deals with 
grapefruit and says: "We con¬ 
sume in Canada about 18.000,000 
pounds of grapefruit annually, 
nearly all of which comes from the 
United States. The price paid to 
the producer for grapefruit of ex¬ 
cellent quality and delicious flavor 
• ia Jamr ; -.a is about two and a half 
cents for each grapefruit. In the 
leading hotels of Canada thirty 
centa-—-and in some cases not far 
- away thirty-five cents—is being 
. charged for oue-hall of a grape- 
fnrt.” 

Another cause of the slow de¬ 
velopment of Ceneda-Wesl Indian 
trade is (he inadequacy of shipping 
fmiklies. Canada had previously 
ptamimd a fortnightly service; but 
the --tl—f are only every three 
weeks aad no provision is made for 
cold storage. Mr. Logan dealt with 
this uetet of the interchange in an 


'■illieeelin manner and suggests a 
policy which he considers the Gov- 
erument could profitably consider. 

In a general tense it should be 
n^W^ii-r 1 that the West Indies 
chiefly iaport manufactured and 
fond products which Canada can 
■apply. They export peincipally

tropscai foodstuffs which we m this 
country caromae. Apart from the

It is hardly likely that von Hin- 
denburg will drop out of the run¬ 
ning. Capitulation to anti-monar- 
chica! sentiment, particularly if 
pre ssu re came from without, would 
completely rain Nationalist hopes— 
such as they are. On the other , 
hand the republic is in very little 
danger. Whet potential monarch 
is there in Germany—or out of 
Germany—who could successfully 
defy the will of all the people who 
are determined to adhere to the 
Weimar constitution? Nothing 
would bring on a real and bloody 
revolution in Germany quieter than 
an attempt to undo the work of the 
last sewn years.

abroad."

LONDONSMALLPOX 

To the Editor:—In a column of 
your Issue for April 14 Is an article 
headed-“London'Smallpox" which be¬ 
gins by quoting from The Daily Mail 
of September If. lf». with refe re nc e 
to an outbreak In London in the lat¬ 
ter part of 1*33-Itlf, 

As half a "truth Is sometimes more 
misleading than the whole truth, it 
would be well to examine some of the 
figures connected with this outbreak 
which 'Aesculapius'* thinks ia singu- 
larty appropriate to the present atte¬ 
st ion In Vancouver. The Poplar ept- 
Ma swMaim.iafMtanli nkslrs 
for the case of the pro-vaccinators. 
"Out of forty-also cases In Poplar, of 
which sixteen died.” according to this 
writer, “we shall find that thirty-six 
occurred inside the workhouse; 
thirty were vaccinated and six of 
them died; five were unvaccinated 
and two ill f it mil fiTlBMfll IBM Bln 
Of thirteen cqsea outside the hospital, 
nine were vaccinated and two died; 
three were unvaccinated and two 
died, and there is one doubtful csee 
of which we have no record. This 
would show thkt vaccination had not 
prevented the deaths of some eight or 
nine persons who were vaccinated, 
while of the vaccinated only four 
filed. According to the question 
asked In the House of Commons on 
February If. Iff4. the deaths from 
ssmallpox In the whole of England 
for Iff) amounted to only seven per¬ 
sons. while those from measles were 
'■.240. influenza i.271 and scarlet ft- 
\er 071. Thus it would appear that 
smallpox to-day In coun t ries adopt¬ 
ing proper sanitary measures Is less 
to be feared than many another com¬ 
plaint. Vaccination Itaelf accounted 
for eleven death*, while out of eight¬ 
een cases of smallpox occurring In 
London during Sept ember-October, 
lift, thirteen were vaccinated. 4See 
L.C.C. Report. 

It seems necessary when writing up 
a smallpox scare in border on the 
dramatic with a view, possibly, to 
creating a panic and causing the Ig¬ 
norant and unwary to be hurried Into 
vaccination. Why Is it that so many 
cases of chlckenpox are often diag¬ 
nosed as smallpox, unlsas. indeed. It 
ia that smallpox now Is so rare that 
few diagnosticians ever come serode 
It?

Nearly seven hundred people at¬ 
tended tha annual mealing of the Vic¬ 
toria branch of the lord's Day Alli¬ 
ance. hold last night in the audi¬ 
torium of the Metropolitan Church.

Council.
